No  action  has  been  necessary  regarding  any  contamination. 

The  hardness  of  this  water  has  caused  considerable  concern  in 
the  Area,  when  it  was  found  that  it  was  exceeding  the  permitted 
number  of  degrees  over  a  certain  period.  When  referred  to  the 
Company,  this  was  brought  down  to  the  permitted  number  of 
degrees  which,  however,  is  still  high. 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  hardness  of  this  water. 
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A  sample  of  the  water  supply  to  Upton  Cheyney,  Beach  and 
Golden  Valley,  in  the  Parish  of  Bitton,  which  is  distributed  by  open 
jointed  pipes  and  troughs,  shows  that  the  supply  is  considerably 
worse  than  on  any  previous  occasion  on  which  it  has  been  examined. 

This  time  the  pollution  is  evident  in  the  physical  appearance  of 
the  water,  the  sediment  and  the  higher  ligures  for  albuminised 
ammonia  and  oxygen  absorbed  from  permanganate.  It  is  even 
more  strongly  emphasised  by  the  bacteriological  figure.

Seven  of 
these  were  obtained  from  two  piped  mains  supplies  and  eight  from 
wells  supplying  one  Bakehouse  and  sixteen  houses.  Nine  were 
reported  as  unsatisfactory.  The  supply  to  the  Bakehouse  showed 
that  the  well  and  storage  tank  required  cleaning.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A  new  sewer  was  laid  to  the  Park  Road  Housing  Estate  in  the 
Parish  of  Oldland  and  connected  at  Cowhorn  Hill  to  the  main  Trunk 
Sewer  of  the  Kingswood  and  Warmley  Joint  Sewerage  Committee. 

The  new  6  inch  sewer  is  2,600  feet  long  and  was  laid  at  a  cost 
of  £2,500.  It  takes  the  drainage  of  31  new  Council  Houses  and  34 
Council  Houses  previously  drained  to  cesspits. 

31  new  Council  Houses  were  connected  to  the  sewer  at  Mangots- 
fteld.  10  Houses  built  by  private  enterprise  were  also  connected  to 
the  sewer. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

15  Earth  Closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  complete  with 
flushing  cisterns,  and  were  connected  to  the  sewer. 

1  Pail  Closet  was  replaced  with  a  water  closet  and  connected 
to  a  cesspit. 

Public  Cleansing. 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  was  carried  out  during 
the  year.  Disposal  was  by  tipping  at  one  central  tip,  at  Tower 
Road,  for  the  whole  District. 

A  small  infestation  of  the  tip  by  crickets  was  successfully 
treated  by  dusting  with  Gammexane  dust. 

The  value  of  salvage  disposed  of  during  the  year  amounted  to

Pollution  of  Siston  Brook  by  oil  still  continues,  although  the 
Factory  has  carried  out  the  work  required  by  the  Council.  The 
pollution  enters  the  stream  from  an  underground  culvert.  No 
records  can  be  found  of  the  location  or  source  of  this  culvert.

Smoke  Abatement. 

Complaints  are  still  being  received  of  grit  emission  from  the 
Paper  Mills.  The  Cyclone  Grit  Arrester  plant  has  now  been 
delivered  to  this  factory  and  will  be  erected  during  the  coming  year. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises. 

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  of  fly  infestations  in  the 
roof  spaces  of  houses  in  the  Bitton  Parish.  These  were  found  to  be 
the  Musca-automnalis  L.,  a  close  relative  of  the  common  house  fly.
